“That is why they are able to ap p ear 
at so-called seances,” the witness said. 
While exp laining the difference be- ' 
tween the doctrines of the Bap tists 
and those of Russell, the witness re­ 
marked “Hell is not such a hot p lace j 
as some p eop le think.” 
He told how 
Pastor Russell had taught him that 
sinners are not to be tormented for 
ever, as some Bap tists think, and how 
the “ancient worthies” and the “old 
p rop hets” are to return to rule the 
world. 
“Yes, sir,” the witness said, “they 
are to be the rulers of the world when 
the dominion of the Gentiles ends.” 
He also said that Pastor Russell’s 
fixing the termination of the “rule of 
the Gentiles” to come in the fall of 
1914, was in conformance with his own 
beliefs, “but it is only an inferential 
date and I never p reach about it.” he 
said.
